Gentlemen:- 

With reference to the petition of the Marlboro- 
Hudson Gas Company for permission to dig up the streets in 
Southboro for the purpose of laying gas pipes, I have to 
Say Ras companies, and I assume this one is included within 
the subject of the same mule, are organized under the general 
laws with authority to lay mains and supply gas in the cities 
in. which they are Organized. 

It has been the practice to obtain additional le- 
gislative authority for extension into other towns. I have 
not yet found any authority for the Marlboro-Hudson Gas 
Company to extend into Southboro. There may be such authority 
which I have not found, but I should, before acting upon that 
petition, ask them to point it out. 1 think you should also 
have from them some statement as to the points between which 
they desire by this petition to-obtain authority to open the 
streets so that your permit could specify with certainty 
exactly where they were authorized to lay their pipes. I 
should think also that you would want to specify the part of 
the highway in which the pipes should be laid to avoid un- 
necessary inconvenience and damage to the trees etc, 

I should think a bond to protect the town from all 
liability for an amount of at least $20,000 would be desirable 


and I remember the town found it of advantage when the street i 


a Se 
railways were at work to appoint a supervisor who was to be paid 
by the railway company to see that the surface of the streets 
was properly replaced and made safe, and that while the work was 
being carried on suitable lights and barriers were in position, 

Your authority to grant the permit is found in Re- 
vised Laws Chapter 110, Sections 76 and 78, 
I return the petition herewith.
